from government liconsed firms that guarantee their eggs to be free from diseases 
The silk worm must be hen’thy before he can produce strong, even silke 

The cggs are worn in a belt next to the body until thoy are hatched. They ~ | 

aro then placed on trays of chopped mulberry leaves and kept in 4 warm roome 
The worm is allowcd to feed and grow for 20 days. It is then given a picee of 
straw to start the spinning one Tho worm omits the silk from its jaws in two ;
